for the Supreme . Court 
and urging 


confirmation wae read to the Senate 
iudlci&ry committee today by Chair- 
man Culberson, but no v.ote was taken 
as had been expected and no time 
was fixed for one. 


President -Wilson characterized the 


charges ' against his'nominee as "In- 
Tinslcally incredible to any one'who 
really knows Mr. Brandeis," and de- 
clared they "proceeded for the most 
part from those who hated Brandeis 
because he. had. refused to be service- 
able to them in promotion of their 
own selfish interests and from those 
whom they had prejudiced and mis- 
led." 
The President added that the 


"propaganda-In'this matter has been 
very extraordinary .and very'-distress- 
ing'to those who love fairness and 
value the dignity of the great .profes- 


The President wrote thnt he be- 


lieved; the reports of the sub-commit- 
tee which investigated' the Brandeis 
nomination' had already made it plain 
that the charges were unfounded. He 
said he had seriously considered ap- 
pointing'Mr. Brandeis to his cabinet 
three years ago and .at that time ex- 
amined his .qualifications very, thor- 
oughly. - He added that-he had-tested 
Mr. Brandeis by seeking his.advice 
on perplexing public questions and 
had dealt with him In matters "where 
nice questions of honor and fair play, 
as well hs.large questions of justice 
and the public benefit, were Involved." 
The President characterized Mr. Bran- 
deis as a friend of all just men and 
a lover of the right.

the Germans with a whole army corps 
made tho assault by way of the ravlno 
near Hill 304 and Dead Man's Hill, 
seeking -to crush In the French line 
along a front of one and one-half- 
miles. The ground there Is favorable

trained army corps at that place. This 
corps disposed of tho Initial attack 
without ceding any Important ground, 
but the battle Is raging, and, accord- 
ing tf> .the latest advices, the result 
will not be known till some time to- 
day.

"If President Wilson accepts..the 
German note -as a basis for further 
discussion," says the Daily Chronicle, 
"his motive must .be sought, not in 
the terms which Germany offers,, but 
In the wider- suggestion which was 
expressed by only a hint In the docu- 
ment, but was presumably amplified 
in verbal communications with the 
American ambassador. Germany now 
la at the. top of her military achieve- 
ments. If she can make peace-now 
H would be on terms more favorable 
than later. If she can strongly enlist 
American public opinion thatt Is a 
great step toward the goal. 


"In such a situation the allies' cause 


needs a plnin declaration by the allied 
statesmen that no pea'ce negotiations 
are admissible at the present stage.

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. .MR. CANNON'S VINDICATION. 


• Representative Joseph G. Cannon of Illinois 
having reached the age of eighty years, anc 
having rounded out his fortieth year of sendee 
in Congress, members of Congress of all political 
divisions joined Saturday in paying him compli- 
ment and testifying before the country of the 
high, regard in which Mr. Cannon is held. Five 
or six years ago this would not have transpired. 
Yet Mr. Cannon in the meantime has done noth^ 
Ing new to attract the confidence or draw the 
admiration of his colleagues. 


No more striking example of the passing of a 


frenzy of false understanding and revulsion of 
aentiment following has, to our knowledge, been 
observed in the history of the country's public 
men. During the eight years Mr.,.Cannon was 
speaker of the House he introduced a lot of ef- 
ficiency and. 
expedition into the proceedings of 


that body. He subdued a lot' of vicious log-roll- 
ing and, filibustering and required more strict 
attention to the nation's business than Congress 
had ever known prior to the so-called Cannon 
regime. . 


But the Democratic side, being in the minority 


for many years, found nothing better to do than 
to . resort to obstructive tactics. and- personal 
abuse in devising excuses to take home to their 
constituencies. They denounced the rules of the 
House as tyrannical, unworthy of free men and 
subversive of - individual liberty in the House. 
They told the country that the speaker was an 
autocrat and a czar; that no bill could receive 
consideration without first obtaining the con- 
sent of the speaker. They declaimed from the 
floor of the House and from the stump that the 
speaker was the House and that the members 
.were merely attendants upon him, waiting to 
hear his will, because under the rules the power 


- of 'the House and of its members -was lodged 


with the speaker. 


.,The Bryan Democratic convention in Denver 


in July, 1908, went so far as to insert a plank in 
its platform, charging that the House of Repre- 
sentatives had ceased to be a deliberative ,and 
executive body, but had come under the absolute 
domination of the speaker, "who has entire con- 
trol of its deliberations and powers of legisla- 
tion." Newspapers and magazines took up the 
cry and "Cannonism" became an opprobious 
term, and Speaker Cannon was defeated for re- 


f election to Congress after serving nineteen terms. 
/ 
^ When the Democrats came into majority power 
in 1910 they closely inspected, for the first time, 
the rules of the House which had been adminis- 
tered by Speaker Cannon. Only responsibility 
made them do it. They found nothing essential- 
ly wrong with them and the revised rules which 
.they adopted embodied no radical changes. They 
'found that the Cannon way was the only way to 
get business out of Congress. A close study of 
.the rules made them realize that they were the 
result of over a century of experience, and while 
the rules themselves are only forty-two in num- 
ber their interpretation is based ,on the decisions 
of a century of illustrious Democratic and Re- 
publican leaders. Even that mosfmaligned power 
of the speaker to prevent a member'from talking 
until he was "recognized" was left carefully un- 
disturbed. A statistician has figured that it 
-would take sixty-six years to give every member 
;a chance to talk on each bill introduced in one 
session.

TELEPHONING TO THE NAVY. 


Telephonic conversation between the office of 


the Secretary 'of the Navy and war vessels un- 
ler way at sea is an extension of the develop- 
ment of wireless telephony of the greatest po- 
ential importance. It has been expected for 
ome^ time, since the experiments nearly a year 
.go that demonstrated that wireless messages 
across the continent—from Washington to.Hon- 
lulu — and across the Atlantic were entirely 
jracticable. 


Perhaps it is too .early to .expect that wireless 


elephone communication with shore stations 
vill supplant the wireless telegraph, or will be 
able to bridge the great distances a battleship 
nay be from the shore base. We do not yet 
uiow whether it is possible ' to install' instru- 
ments of sufficient power aboard ships: to enable 
ommunication. over long distances. There is 
Iso the fact that in actual hostilities it woulc 
e desirable to communicate with vessels by 
ode; 
the telegraph would be more.reliable for 


is'purpose. 
Atmospheric conditions are also not always 


avorable to wireless telephony. We recall that 
t the time the first experiments were conduct- 
d, Mr. Theodore N. Vail pointed out that the 
vireless phone would never supplant the more 
conventional wire communication. He did not 
believe it would ever be dependable, owing to 
the frequency of atmospheric disturbances, and 
was disposed to view wireless telephony for the 
present as .an artistic and scientific triumph 
which might or might not turn out to be of high 
utilitarian value. 
. Theoretically, of course, it. would be a great 
achievement to establish a system of communi- 
cation which would keep every ship of our navy 
in touch with a central directing authority at all

Within the past few years both Switz- ; citizens. One of the most distinguished ^department has already arranged a thor-

nevertheless. 
Their aim In ,.every in- 


stance has-been'to lure our tourist traffic 
to their dominions for the beguilement of 
good American dollars. With what suc- 
cess Is apparent from the figures of com- 
petent statisticians.. " Switzerland's total 
tourlfit business has been reckoned at
